Because of the lack of room in the building teachers found 
themselves sharing classrooms and even moving from room 
to room to teach their classes.

In late 
November the community voted ye: for the building of a 
new school. However, on January 12. the school board said 
"No". Then in February they voted to hold "forums" for a new 
school. A new controversy then began about who would take 
part in the forum.

'ragic deaths and unique births topped the list of the stories that happened in 
the news. By far. the death of Princess Diana of Wales sparked the most media 
coverage and stunned the world. Britain and the rest of the world bid farewell to the 
princess in September after a tragic car crash that claimed the life of her. and her 
boyfriend. Dodi Fayed. A week after Diana's death. MotherTeresa. the revered Roman 
Catholic nun who ministered to India’s poorest of the poor, died at 87 of a heart attack. 
She dedicated her life to helping the poor and the sick. Also in September, many 
businesses came to a standstill when the UPS workers went on strike. Luckily the * 

strike lasted only a month, and they found some replacements during that time. In 
October. Louise Woodward, a French Au Pair was charged with the death of an eight- 
month-old boy. Louise went on trial in the U.S.. and u>as found guilty after several 
months, but soon returned back to her home country. Also in October. Pathfinder, the 
mothership who beamed images of the desert landscapes of Mars to earth, uttered its 
last peep and was hobbled by a dead battery and freezing cold temperatures. Millions 
of people visited NASA's web-site to see what the Pathfinder found as it toured Mars. 

In November. Bobbi and Kenny McCaughey of Iowa gave birth to septuplets. 

In December, comedian Chris Farley died of an accidental drug overdose. It is said Montserrat
